Bodies of four Canadian soldiers, one journalist repatriated from AfgFianistan 


Grieving family members 
of five Canadians killed in 
Afghanistan huddled close 
against the biting wind as 
the remains of their loved 
ones were unloaded from 
a military plane yesterday 
in a seemingly endless 
grim march of flag-draped 
caskets. 

Michelle Lang, 34, the 
first Canadian journalist 
to be killed covering the 
war, was given full partici¬ 
pation in the military 
repatriation ceremony. 
Soldiers and dignitaries 
saluted her coffin as it was 
carried to the line of wait¬ 
ing hearses. 

Her loved ones stood 
alongside the grieving 
military families as Lang’s 
casket was taken off the 
plane first, and emerged 
from beneath a shelter 
arm-in-arm to bid the 
award-winning journalist 
a final farewell. 

One by one, the ritual 
repeated for each of the 
men Lang died alongside 
— Sgt. George Miok, 28; 
Yarmouth’s Sgt. Kirk Tay¬ 
lor, 28; Cpl. Zacheiy Mc¬ 
Cormack, 21; and Pte. Gar¬ 
rett Chidley, 21 — during 
a bitterly cold and snowy 
repatriation ceremony at 
CFB Trenton, Ont., a two- 
hour drive east of Toronto. 

Hundreds of people 
lined the fence outside 
the base, as they often do 
for the all-too-frequent 
ceremonies. Many of 
them said it was no differ¬

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Storm floods businesses

Several businesses on the 
Halifax waterfront have 
received damage due to a 
massive winter storm on 
Saturday. 

Environment Canada 
meteorologist Andy Firth 
said some businesses were 
flooded by waves only 
slightly smaller than those 
kicked up by hurricane 
Juan a few years ago. 

“The normal high tide 
would be about 2.1 metres. 
We got up to about 2.8 in 
the harbour, only 10 cen¬ 
timetres less than we had 
from Juan,” Firth said. 

One of the businesses 
mopping up from the 
storm was the Lower Deck 
Beer Market. Owner Mike 
Condy said they were 
forced to shut down for 
the night around 8:30 be¬ 
cause of flooding. 

“Once the storm surge 
came in, the water was 
breaking against the build¬ 
ing and we flooded,” said 
Condy, who estimated 
there were 50 people in 
the bar when they decided 
to close. “It was too dan¬ 
gerous to have people 
around here with electrici¬ 
ty and stuff.” 

The storm surge lasted 
about 90 minutes, with 
Condy and his team still 
cleaning up the mess yes¬ 
terday afternoon. 

“Fd say the pub had six 
to eight inches (of water). 
In Juan, we had probably 
two feet,” he said. 

Others were also clean¬ 


ing up around Halifax yes¬ 
terday, but it was from the 
heavy, wet snow packed in 
their driveways. Environ¬ 
ment Canada said Halifax 
Stanfield International Air¬ 
port reported only 11 cen¬ 
timetres of snow from the 
storm, but some of the ac¬ 
cumulation was lost from 
several hours of freezing 
rain and ice pellets. 

Up to 30 centimetres of 


snow was dumped on oth¬ 
er parts of the Maritimes. 

At the storm’s height 
Saturday, almost 45,000 
homes and businesses in 
the Maritimes were 
blacked out. At Halifax 
Stanfield International Air¬ 
port, 10 flights were can¬ 
celled and seven others 
were delayed.

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Task ahead ‘daunting*: Dexter 

Budget will dominate agenda as government faces fiscal mess 



Premier Darrell Dexter will be steering the province through its first economic deficit in eight years 
in 2010 . 


A scant six months after 
his historic election win, 
Atlantic Canada's first NDP 
premier says he faces a 
“daunting task ahead” 
as he grapples with a 
faltering economy, 
potential labour unrest 
and a province that is 
more than a half billion 
dollars in the red. 

There’s little doubt the 
political stakes will be high 
for Darrell Dexter in 2010 
as he attempts to steer No¬ 
va Scotia through its first 
deficit in eight years. 

Dexter and the NDP 
were swept to power in 
June partly because of 
promises to balance the 
province’s books this 
spring without raising tax¬ 
es or cutting spending. 

But shrinking sources of 
revenue, partly brought on 
by dwindling offshore gas 
royalties, coupled with a 
$52 5-million deficit have 
forced Dexter to retreat 
from those promises while 
warning of tax hikes and 
program cuts to come. 

Nova Scotia could face a 
$ 1.3-billion annual deficit 
by 2012-13, adding to an 
accumulated debt that 
could balloon to $16 bil¬ 
lion that year — a $4-bil- 
lion increase in three years 
— according to an inde¬ 
pendent review on the 
province’s finances re¬ 
leased in August by De- 
loitte and Touche LLP. 

Dexter said he has no il¬ 
lusions about the task he 
faces in righting the 
province’s fiscal mess, reel¬ 
ing off a list of problems 


that would make most 
politicians cringe. 

“We have the highest 
HST in the countiy, we 
have the highest income 
tax rates in the countiy, we 
have the highest corporate 
tax rates in the country 
and we have the highest 
debt per capita in the 
country outside of New¬ 
foundland who now have 


more resources to deal 
with it,” he said. 

Although Dexter has of¬ 
fered few specifics so far 
on how he plans to dig out 
of the red, he has made it 
clear the spring budget 
will dominate his govern¬ 
ment’s agenda. 

It will be tabled after a 
period of public consulta¬ 
tion that was announced 


following the release of a 
report in November by a 
three-member economic 
panel. 

The panel advised the 
government to consider a 
two percentage point hike 
in the HST and targeted 
spending cuts to deal with 
the deficit and the eco¬ 
nomic conditions.

Opposition calls for economic stimulation 


Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil believes tax in¬ 
creases and some service 
cuts are on the way in the 
new year, but says what’s 
needed is a comprehen¬ 
sive tax review with the 
intent of turning Nova 
Scotia into a more com¬ 
petitive business environ¬ 
ment. 

He said a mixture of tax 


cuts and tax 
credits 
should be 
part of the 
solution, 
but he ques¬ 
tions 
whether 
the New De¬ 
mocrats will ultimately 
make the decisions he be¬ 
lieves are required to 


move the economy ahead. 

“They’ve got a window 
here,” McNeil said. “They 
can make some decisions 
which will have long-term 
benefits for the province, 
but they have to do it by 
looking at how we are go¬ 
ing to be competitive as 
an economy.” 

Interim Conservative 
Leader Karen Casey ex¬ 


pressed concerns about 
impending tax increases, 
calling such a measure 
“no way to stimulate an 
economy.” 

She also said ongoing 
contract negotiations 
with more than 25,000 
civil servants poses a po¬ 
tential threat to provin¬ 
cial programs.

lice say took place both 
inside and outside the 
house. 

A Facebook memorial 
page was created almost 
immediately for Beaton, 
and had amassed 2,700 
members by yesterday af¬ 
ternoon. Nearly 100 pho¬ 
tos have been uploaded to 
the site, showing Beaton 
fishing, playing sports 
and posing with family 
and friends. Beaton’s per¬ 
sonal Facebook page also 
remained active through¬ 


out the weekend. 

Christopher David Ford- 
ham of Antigonish is also 
facing one count of aggra¬ 
vated assault and two 
counts of assault causing 
bodily harm in connec¬ 
tion with the incident at 
123 College St. early Fri¬ 
day morning. 

Fordham remains in 
custody and is scheduled 
to appear in Antigonish 
Provincial Court today for 
a bail hearing.

A natural gas project set 
for production this year 
could breathe new life into 
Nova Scotia’s sluggish off¬ 
shore sector, but it won’t 
resuscitate the province’s 
economy overnight after 
drowning in red ink, say 
analysts and industry ex¬ 
perts. 

Calgary-based EnCana’s 
long-awaited Deep Panuke 
field is on track to produce 
natural gas for major U.S. 
markets late this year after 
the company decided in 
2007 to proceed with the 
project. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment says it stands to re¬ 
ceive between 
$50 million 
and $300 mil¬ 
lion in royal¬ 
ties over Deep 
Panuke’s an¬ 
ticipated life 
span of 13 
years. 

A windfall 
from Deep 
Panuke isn’t 
expected this 
year, accord¬ 
ing to the At¬ 
lantic 

Provinces Eco¬

cil. A senior 
policy analyst with the Hal¬ 
ifax-based think-tank esti¬ 
mates Nova Scotia’s royal¬ 
ties will fall between $1.5 
and $5 million in the first 
few years of the project.

Loan program 
failing: Report 


Don’t expect tighter securi¬ 
ty at Canadian airports to 
relax until the United 
States gets over its latest 
air scare, aviation experts 
say. 

The ban on certain types 
of cany-on luggage on U.S.- 
bound flights, along with 
other restrictions, are likely 
to last as long as the Ameri¬ 
cans want them to. 

“Canada is very much a 
victim of the United States,” 
said David Gillen, director 
of the University of British 
Columbia’s Centre for 
Transportation Studies. 

“They’re the ones who 
(are) driving the entire 
process. So all that we can 
really do is react and try 
and change the thinking of 
(U.S.) Homeland Security, 
that they should be looking 
for people rather than inci¬ 
dents ... (that) is, I think, a 
very diflScult process.” 

Enhanced security meas¬ 
ures have been in place 
since an apparent terror at¬ 
tack was thwarted on 
Christmas Day. 

Umar Farouk Abdulmu¬ 
tallab, a 23-year-old Niger¬ 
ian man, was arrested after 


he allegedly tried to bring 
down the Northwest Air¬ 
lines flight from Amster¬ 
dam to Detroit. 

The incident prompted 
authorities to at least tem¬ 


porarily ban cany-on bags 
on flights into the U.S., 
though items such as small 
purses, coats, laptops and 
medication or medical de¬ 
vices are allowed. 


Transport Canada says 
the restrictions will contin¬ 
ue until further notice. 

“Right now, we’re evalu¬ 
ating eveiything and our 
options,” department 
spokeswoman Melanie 
Lafrance said yesterday. 
“Until further notice, 
they’re in place.” 

But the Canadian govern¬ 
ment actually has little say 
in the matter, says the head 
of the Air Transport Associa¬ 
tion of Canada. 

“Transport Canada, I 
don’t think has a word to 
say in it,” said John McKen¬ 
na, the organization’s presi¬ 
dent and chief executive of¬ 
ficer. “They’re going to 
abide by American deci¬ 
sions on this anyway, be¬ 
cause otherwise we’ll be de¬ 
nied the right to fly over 
U.S. airspace.” 
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BUSINESS An Industiy Cana¬ 
da loan program for small 
business continues to lose 
money and annoy bankers 
a decade after it was re¬ 
designed to avoid those 
very problems. 

A new report on the 
Canada Small Business Fi¬ 
nancing Program has found 
a loan-guarantee portfolio 
in sharp decline even as 
losses to the federal treas- 
uiy mount. 

The program, which re¬ 
imburses financial institu¬ 
tions for losses on defaulted 
loans, is a tangle of red tape 
and inflexible terms that 
has lenders fleeing, says the 
KPMG study, commissioned 
by Industiy Canada. 

“Lenders have identified 
a heavy administrative bur¬ 
den, which includes a pa¬ 
per-based system, and diffi¬ 
culties with the claim 
process, as major obsta¬ 
cles,” the consultants’ re¬ 
port concludes. “It is not 
profitable to them.” 

The result has been a 
sharp drop in the munber 
of loans, hitting a new low 
of 9,000 — about half the 
number the program sup¬ 
ported in 1999 when it was 
overhauled to put it on a 
more business-like footing.

• Few small-business bor¬ 
rowers have even heard of 
the program, so lending in¬ 
stitutions have effectively 
become gatekeepers, able 
to recommend the option if 
a standard loan application 
fails. But loans officers have 
generally soured on the 
program. 

guaranteed about $10 bil¬ 
lion in small-business loans 
issued by banks, credit 
unions and others since 
1999, and collects fees 
based on the size of the 
loan. The revenue paid to 
Industiy Canada was sup¬ 
posed to cover the default 
claims paid out, but the 
math has never worked in 
Ottawa’s favour. 

Claims paid out have 
risen steadily over the 
decade, and now top $100 
million annually, while rev¬ 
enues have consistently 
lagged, costing taxpayers a 
net $335 million so far. 

Put another way, cost re- 
coveiy is currently at only 
about 60 per cent rather 
than the 100 per cent that 
was planned, and is in 
steady decline.

SAN’A The U.S. and Britain 
locked up their embassies 
in Yemen yesterday after 
threats from al-Qaida, and 
the White House ex¬ 
pressed alarm at the terror 
group’s expanded reach in 
the nation, where an off¬ 
shoot apparently ordered 
the Christmas Day plot 
against a U.S. airliner. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama’s top counterter¬ 
rorism adviser, John Bren¬ 
nan, cited “indications al- 


Qaida is planning to carry 
out an attack against a tar¬ 
get” in the capital, possibly 
the embassy, and estimat¬ 
ed the group had several 
hundred members in 
Yemen. Security reasons 
led Britain to act, too; it 
was not known when the 
embassies would reopen. 

The U.S. is worried about 
terrorism in Yemen, a U.S. 
ally and aid recipient, 
Brennan said, but doesn’t 
consider the country a sec¬ 


ond front with 
Afghanistan and Pakistan 
in the fight against terror¬ 
ism. As to whether U.S. 
troops might be sent to 
Yemen, Brennan replied: 
“We’re not talking about 
that at this point at all.” 

Britain and the U.S. are 
assisting a counterterror¬ 
ism police unit in Yemen 
as fears grow about the in¬

Officials realized about a 
year after Umar Farouk Ab- 
dulmutallab came to Lon¬ 
don to study in 2005 that 
he was in contact with Is¬ 
lamic extremists who were 


being monitored, a govern¬ 
ment official told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press yesterday. 

But there were no signs 
that Abdulmutallab want¬ 
ed to target the U.S. or was 
considering turning to¬ 
ward violence, the official 
said, speaking on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity. “It was 
clear he was reaching out 
to radical extremists in the 
U.K. but there was nothing 
to indicate he was violent,” 
the official said.

It can be challenging to determine if it can be recycled

There are plastic 
f ^ 1 bags for fruit and 
L vegetables, milk, 
bread, pasta — the list goes 
on. How do you know 
which of these plastic bags 
can be recycled? 

H When you start 
snooping around 
there are a lot of 
items packaged in plastic 
bags. 

Plastic bags, unlike many 
other packaging such as 
containers, may not have 
the plastic number marked 
on it. This can make it chal¬ 
lenging to determine if it is 


or isn’t acceptable for recy¬ 
cling. To help answer this 
question, I reached out to 
contacts in the solid waste 
field. The Canadian Plastics 
Industiy Association, the 
province. Farmers Milk and 
HRM’s solid waste division 
provided some helpful guid¬ 
ance. 

There are seven different 
types of plastic. Numbers 1, 
2 and 4 are recycled in 
HRM. Many bags are made 
from low-density polyethyl¬ 
ene (LDPE), which is com¬ 
monly recycled and has the 
plastic No. 4. These bags are 
film plastic that are flexible, 
tough and pliable. LDPE is 
also used in making some 
containers. 

In HRM you can recycle 
bags made of this material 
such as bags often used for 
bulk diy goods, fresh fmits 
and vegetables, milk, bread, 
groceries, dry cleaning, Zi- 


ploc baggies, perforated 
bags for grapes, frozen veg¬ 
etable bags, and so on. I 
have also seen electronics 
packaging use No. 4 bags 
for packing. Put all bags to¬ 
gether in one bag, tie, and 
then put in the blue bag. 
Make sure there are no 
items in the bags. 

Bags that are made from 
crinkly and stifiF plastic such 
as pasta bags, box windows, 
or tortilla chips are often 
made from a type of 
pol 5 q)ropylene or No. 5 plas¬ 
tic. These are not recycled 
in HRM. 

In general, it is good if 
you can avoid packaging, or 
if you need it to get packag¬ 
ing that is compostable 
(boxboard) or recyclable. 
This is, of course, not al¬ 
ways that easy or possible 
and there are a number of 
packaging products that 
end up in the waste stream. 


The CCME’s Extended 
Producer Responsibility 
Task Group provides advice 
on sustainable packaging is¬ 
sues to federal and provin¬ 
cial and territorial govern¬ 
ments. This group is work¬ 
ing on a Canadian strategy 
for sustainable packaging. 

A few of my new year’s 
suggestions include requir¬ 
ing all packaging be 
marked so it can be deter¬ 
mined if it is or isn’t recycla¬ 
ble, limit the amount of 
packaging, consolidate the 
material types so they can 
be uniformly reused, com¬ 
posted or recycled across 
the county or require prod¬ 
uct manufacturers to be re¬ 
sponsible for the recycling 
or reuse of the packaging 
product.

SOLAR IMPULSE 

“Zero fuel, zero emis¬ 
sions, zero pollution,” — 
that’s the motto of the So¬ 
lar Impulse project, a 
plane that flies using only 
solar energy — by day and 
night. Two hundred photo¬ 


voltaic panels cover its 60- 
metre wings — the same 
span as an Airbus A340. 
When the sun shines, the 
electricity produced is 
transferred to the motors 
and at the same time, the 
turbines recharge the bat¬ 
teries with the surplus en¬ 
ergy. 

The first test flights will 
be run by the end of this 


year and, in 2011, Solar Im¬ 
pulse should be the first 
solar plane to undertake a 
tour around the world. 

PLANETSOLAR 

The same optimism in 
green solutions, research 
and technological ad¬ 
vances, is at the origin of 
the PlanetSolar project. 
This 30 metre long and 35 
metre wide catamaran is 


covered by 470 of photo¬ 
voltaic panels. 

“Technology and knowl¬ 
edge, which can allow us 
to live in harmony with na¬ 
ture, are already available 
now,” said the Swiss skip¬ 
per Raphael Domjan, 
founder of PlanetSolar. 
“We have to show the

Under construction since 
Jan. 2009 in Germany, the 
boat will take the seas in 
May 2010 at the Hamburg 
Port Festival. After a first 
tour of Europe, PlanetSolar 
will be sailing the world’s 
ocean, making stops along 
their journey to raise 
awareness on the power of 
renewable energies.

Canadians have hope for economy in 2010: Survey 


Uneasy, recession-weary 
Canadians are divided on 
the future of the country's 
economy but seem to hold 
much more hope for the 
year ahead, new research 
from the Royal Bank of 
Canada suggests. 

According to the data, 60 
per cent of people across 
Canada think the national 
economy will improve 
over the next year, after a 
relatively grim 2009 spent 
in a recessionaiy hangover 
from the global financial 
turmoil of 2008. 

The results of the na¬ 
tional survey, which 
queried Canadians on a 
number of issues, includ¬ 
ing how they felt about 
their job security, elicited a 


60 per cent 
of people in 
Canada 
think the na¬ 
tional economy will improve 
over the next year, according 
to research from the Royal 
Bank of Canada. 

feeling of muted cheer 
from Craig Wright, RBC’s 
senior VP and chief econo¬ 
mist. 

“We’re viewing it with 
cautious optimism,” 
Wright said. “Cautious, giv¬ 
en the current environ¬ 
ment and the heightened 
uncertainty. But optimism, 
in that things are expected 
to get better as we move 
through the year.” 

The key indicator for 


Wright was responses to 
questions about job anxi¬ 
ety, about the fear they or 
someone they love is tee¬ 
tering on the brink of job 
loss. 

The RBC data shows that 
21 per cent of Canadians, 
roughly one in five, are 
worried that somebody in 
their immediate house¬ 
hold is in danger of losing 
his or her job. 

That number is down 
from 27 per cent in Decem¬ 
ber from the previous 
month — a sign that, grad¬ 
ually, the number of peo¬ 
ple who feel endangered 
by layoff's is going down, as 
the economy begins to 
grow again.

Aerospace 
industry hoping 
for rebound 

AIRLINES When the Boeing 
Dreamliner 787 took to 
the skies for its first test 
fright in mid-December, it 
carried the hopes of the 
aerospace industiy with 
it. 

Boeing is betting that 
this smaller, fuel-efficient 
jet will spur demand from 
airlines, which will use it 
to fly routes all year-round 
that would otherwise be 
too expensive. 

Last year was a difficult 
one for Canada’s 
aerospace industiy. 

After enjoying an 
unprecedented boom 
from 2006 to 2008, the in¬ 
dustiy was hit by sinking 
demand for business jets, 
a higher Canadian dollar 
and airlines dela 5 dng deliv¬ 
ery of new aircraft. 

“From the manufactur¬ 
ing perspective, clearly 
the recession means hard 
times are being had,” said 
David Stewart, partner 
with AeroStrategy consult¬ 
ing. “In 2009, orders 
absolutely tanked.”

The Halifax Rainmen have 
gotten a taste of what the 
Premier Basketball League 
has to offer this season.

Hall scored two goals as 
Canada beat Switzerland 6 - 
1 yesterday in semifinal ac¬ 
tion at tire world junior 
hockey championship, giv¬ 
ing the Canadians a chance 
at a record sixth straight 
gold medal. 

”It’s veiy special,” the 
gifted left-winger said. 
’’When you’re put in that 
position, you do eveiything 
you can to achieve it. 

’’This is the opportunity 
of a lifetime for us, just to 
get to the final. To win that 
sixth goal medal would be 
unbelievable.” 

Defenceman Marco Scan¬ 
della’s short-handed goal in 
the second period proved to 
be the game-winner as 
Canada reached the final 
for a ninth year in a row. 

They will play the winner 
of a later Sweden-U.S. game 
in the final tomorrow (TSN, 
9 p.m.). Canada is guaran¬ 
teed to win a medal in a 
12 th straight world junior 
tournament. 

”It’s one thing to go to 
the world juniors, but an¬ 
other to be competing for a 
gold or silver medal,” added 
Hall, a favourite to go first 
overall in the NHL draft 
who hasn’t hurt his 
prospects with five goals in 
as many games at the world 
juniors. “Eveiyone’s jacked 
up about it and hopefully 
eveiyone brings their A- 
game.” 

Switzerland, which 
pulled out a stunning 3-2 
overtime win in the quar¬ 
ter-finals over Russia on Sat¬ 


urday night, will play for 
the bronze medal. The only 
world junior medal won by 
the Swiss was a bronze at 
the 1998 tournament. 

Jordan Eberle, with his 
sixth of the tournament, 
Brayden Schenn and Stefan 
Della Rovere also scored for 
Canada, which outshot the 
Swiss 44-21 before a less 
than sellout crowd of 
13,427 at the Credit Union 
Centre.

“He just kind of gets lost 
out there,” Miller said of 
Cammalleri. “I knew some¬ 
body was there for a shot 
and it was probably him, I 
kind of saw him disappear 
while the puck was on the 
other side.” 

On the Sabres last trip to 
Montreal on Dec. 14, Miller 
stopped Cammalleri on a 
similar one-timer with 19 
seconds left in regulation to 
preserve a 4-3 victoiy. 


Miller’s late-game heroics 
improved his record to 23-8- 
3 for the division-leading 
Sabres (26-11-4), who are 
now seven points clear of 
the Boston Bruins in the 
Northeast Division. 

Cammalleri, who general¬ 
ly loathes giving goalies 
much credit, admitted 
Miller got the better of him. 

“He was good again,” said 
Cammalleri. “Obviously he 
was really good, because we 
didn’t get any by him. We 
don’t want to be giving up 
shutouts, that’s not good, 
but he was good.” 

Carey Price made 29 saves 
in goal for the Canadiens 
(21-20-3), but he still lost for 
the fifth time in his last six

Creek-style Pizza 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp (25 mL) olive oil 

1 tsp (5 mL) balsamic vine¬ 
gar 

1 small red onion, thinly 
sliced 

1 large ready-made pizza 
base, or two small pizza 
bases 

3 tbsp (45 mL) sun tomato 
paste 

8 cheriy tomatoes, halved 
1 3/4 oz (50 g) sun-dried 
tomatoes in oil, cut into 
thin slices 

12 pitted black or green 
olives 

5 oz (150 g) feta cheese, 
crumbled 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 425°F 
(220°C). Whisk 1 tbsp (15 
mL) oil and vinegar in 
bowl, add onion rings and 
toss to coat. Leave while 
you prepare remaining in¬ 
gredients. 


2. Spread pizza base with 
sun-dried tomato paste. 
Arrange onion rings and 
cheriy tomatoes on top, 
then scatter with sun- 
dried tomato slices, olives 
and feta cheese. Drizzle re¬ 
maining oil over pizza. 

3. Put pizza directly on to 
top shelf of oven, putting 
baking sheet on shelf be¬ 
low to catch any drips. 
Bake 10 minutes or until 
base is crisp and topping 
lightly browned. Season 
with ground black pepper. 
Cut into wedges and serve.
